The pre- 
feat Sheriff's tune exorring in February next. 

The ichooner Peggy, Capt. White, arrived on 
Saturday in 1g days irom St. Marks, Hifpaniola. 
He confirms the accounts we had before received 
from that [fland. The diitreffed fitwation of the 
white people almoft exceeds defeription. The 
negroes having cefolated and destroyed all the 
open country, proceeded to attack the Cape 
(Francois,) They were defeated with great 
{laughter in three defperate attempts on that town. 
In one defeat 2000 of them were killed and 1500 
taken priloaers, of whom every tenth man was 
beheaded. Many of the white people were alfo 
killed in thete confli&ts—one regiment alone left 
fifty men killed in one engagement. The mulat- 
toes had not joined the negroes; they were in 
arms for their own defence, and had intormed tie 
white people, that if they would conform to the 
decrees of the National Afflembly, they would alf- 
fi them to ‘upprefs the infyrrection. We do not 
learn whether any or what allfwer has been given 
to this meffaze. 

Upwards of fixty fail of American veffels are 
detained at the Cape.

—All 
the flaves of the planters have revolted, and they 

have burnt in the courfe of three days about 50 

plantations, and killed every perfon they coald 

catch.—LEvery plantation and landing place from 
port Malligo to Limanard are totally diftroyed ; 

—It was fupofed the fame effeét took place zt Port- 

au-Prince and Aux Cayes ;—as fome of the Ne- 

groes taken up by our Troops fay it was to take 
place the fame day throughout the colony. 


Extra& of a letter from Richmond, September 15. 

** [ feldom write you any thing-that paffes here ; 
bat a tranfadction which has lately come to light, is 
fo extraordinary for barbarity that 1 will inform 
you of it. Upwards of thirty years ago, a man 
died and left a fon of about twenty and a daugh- 
ter very young. She appeared rather deficient in 
her intelle&ts ; however, the was to receive on her 
Marriage, a portion confiderable. Soon after 
the death of the father, the girl was faid to dic 
and be buried; and has not been hearc of fitce 
till lately, when it has been hifcovered ‘hat ber in- 
humana brother confined her in a fmal! room, where 
fhe was fed ; but had no converfat'on nor fight of 
any perfon but himfelf.
